31 (A.P.)—Unofficial reports 
said tonight the wreckage of a 
Piedmont Airlines DC3, missing 
with 27 persons aboard, was 
sighted in the Blue Ridge moun- 


There was no confirmed re- 
port that anyone had reached 
Bald Mountain, a few miles east 
of Buena Vista, where a Blue 
Ridge Parkway ranger said 
earlier today he had spotted an 
unidentified object. 


The ranger, Tom Gassright, 
notified Civil Air Patrol authori- 
ties of his discovery and then 
started into the mountain ter- 
rain. Rescue squads were called 
to the scene. Two groups of 
United States rangers and num- 
bers of Virginia state police 
were on hand. 


“We are proceeding toward 
the crash scene with state po- 
lice,” said J. E. Hale, com- 
mander of the Roanoke area 
Civil Air Patrol in a monitored 
radio message. 


Authorities said they received 
a dozen calls from mountain 
area residents who said they 
heard an explosion between 8 
and 9 o’clock last night. Park 
rangers reported hearing an ex- 
plosion. The plane with a crew 
of three and 24 passengers, was 
last heard from at 8:24 p.m., six 
minutes before it was due to 
land at Charlottesville. 


Well-informed sources said the 
new center of the search, about 
45 miles southwest of Charlottes- 
ville, was in a direct line with 
the missing plane’s flight route 
from Washington to Charlottes- 
ville. The radio beam on which 
the Piedmont flight was travel- 
ing continues the line. 

None of those aboard was 
listed as from the St. Louis area.

Alex A. Aboussie, chairman of 
the board’s legislation commit- 
tee, said the Governor had prom- 
ised to give full consideration 
to the board’s request if he de- 
cides to call the Legislature 
back to work next year. 

The School Board cannot now 
levy a tax of more than 89 cents 


school district must levy a tax 
of at least $1 to qualify for state 
school aid. St. Louis schools now 
receive about $7,000,000 a year 
in state aid. 

The present St: Louis school 
tax of $1.51 will expire next 
April.

At Least a Start 

There were no cuts in armament outlays in 
the Soviet Union budget which was unveiled 
last week. President Eisenhower said there 
will be no substantial cuts in the American 
arms budget, either. Yet at the United Na- 
tions an almost-unheard-of event took place 
when all 82 members put down their names 
as co-sponsors of the resolution.on disarma- 
ment. The Arabs and Israelis, the Russians 
and the Chinese Nationalists, and above all 
Russia and the West buried their differences 
long enough to agree on a statement support- 
ing the principle of “complete and general 
disarmament” and referring to the 10-nation 
committee which meets next year the Soviet, 
British and other proposals. 

Unfortunately unanimity of this sort some- 
times expresses a general belief in the inef- 
fectiveness of the proposition rather than a 
passionately held conviction of rightness. 
There is said to be a good deal of cynicism at 
the U.N. on disarmament—a widely shared 
feeling among diplomats that nobody really 
means what he says on this subject, and there- 
fore resounding declarations can be agreed 
to without fear of embarrassing commitments. 

Nevertheless it is something to break through 
the old pattern of cold-war antagonism long 
enough not only to introduce but to pass a 
unanimously supported statement of princi- 
ples for general disarmament. The fact that 
every nation takes care to present itself as an 
advocate of these. principles is a testimonial 
to how deeply the peoples of the world long 
to see them carried out. But if it is politically 
impossible for governments to oppose dis- 
armament in principle, why is it politically 
possible for them to oppose it.in practice? 

The answer lies, of course, in the national 
fears and distrust which impel men to arm 
in hot haste while simultaneously yearning 
for disarmament. To complete the circle, 
however, there could be no better way to dis- 
pel fear and establish international confidence 
than to make at least a start toward effective 
disarmament. We hope the 10-nation confer- 
ence next year, and the summit meetings to 
come, will realize such a beginning. 


With All Deliberate Speed 

To borrow a phrase from the Supreme 
Court’s 1955 segregation decision, the gourts 
are moving “with all deliberate speed” in the 
steel case. The matter is of such moment 
that it should be handled promptly, yet not 
precipitately. That is being done. The United 
States Court of Appeals in Philadelphia, al- 
though upholding the national emergency 
injunction sought by the Government, gave 
the steelworkers six days in which to apply 
for a review. The Supreme Court properly 
rejected the Government’s plea for a speed- 
up, and set down oral arguments for Tuesday. 
Meanwhile the stay of the injunction which 
would send the men back to work was ex- 
tended until the high court -gives its final 
judgment. ‘We are confident this will not be 
rendered until the litigants have had ample 
time to present their cases. The emergency 
nature of the issue should not provoke the 
courts into hasty action, and it is a tribute 
to our judiciary that it has not.

For although this single 
stanza has been reprinted many times in the 
last 45 years, it still is not widely enough 
known. In her autobiography, “Threescore,” 
published in 1936, Miss Cleghorn tells of a 
trip to the South in 1915 because of illness in 
the family. The town had several cotton 
mills which ran on shifts, day and night. She 
went through one of the mills and saw little 
children working in rooms with “fearful hu- 
midity.” Noting that one of the mills “stood 
in the midst of a golf course,” she wrote: 


The golf links lie so near the mill 
That almost every day 

The laboring children can look out 
And see the men at play. 


Not appreciating the full merit of her “bald 
little statement,” she hesitated for some time 
before sending it to Franklin P. Adams, then 
conducting in The New York Tribune his fa- 
mous column, “The Conning Tower.” F.P.A.

Airports and Jet Noise 

The aviation industry would do well to heed 
the plea of the Airport Operators Council and 
use the added power of the new 1960 jet en- 
gines to help solve the problems of jet noise 
and of ever-e runways. 

The airlines and plane manufacturers no 
doubt will be tempted to use the extra power 
to add speed, range and load. But the resolu- 
tion which the AOC adopted at its San An- 
tonio convention is reasonable and far seeing.

The strongest reasons, he de- 
clared, are those which have 
the smallest support from the | 
people. He said they were: (1) 
to make it possible for us to 


help other nations more gener- 
| ously in future years, and (2) to 


help other nations, not through 
direct aid but through the nor- 
mal emanations of growth, which 
benefit the less advanced by way 
of trade, investment and flow 
of information. 


“TI reject the ‘maximum rate 
of growth’ as a goal of economic 
policy unless it means something 
other than the fastest possible 
growth regardless of cost,” 
Machlup went on. “I can ac- 
cept it if it means fastest possi- 
ble‘long-term growth compatible 
with the institutions of a free 
society and consistent with the 
free choices of income recipi- 
ents concerning their consump- 
tion and their savings and with- 
out confiscatory taxation. 

“By confining my acceptance 
to ‘long-term growth’ I have also 
rejected the forcing up of in- 
vestment and employment by 
means of monetary inflation be- 
cause such forcing up is apt to 
be of relatively short duration 
and not conducive to a high rate 
of continuing growth.” 


DEPLORING WHAT he said 
was a demand in some quarters 
for faster growth even if it could 
be accomplished only by ‘“‘au- 
thoritarian dictation,” Prof. 
Machlup said: 

“The greatest ‘advantage’ 
which a Communistic economy 
has over a free society—if it is 
regarded as an advantage —is 
the ease with which consumption 
can be held dowa for the sake 
of capital accumulation. A large 
part of the potential savings of 
a free economy cannot go into 
capital formation because the in- 
vestible funds have to be used 
for higher wages and thus go 
into increased consumption. 

“In an authoritarian economy, 
the increase in wages and in 
consumption per worker can be 
prevented and accumulation can 
therefore proceed at a faster 
pace. I, for one, prefer the 
slower accumulation of a free 
society to the faster accumula- 
tion of a Communist society.” 

Turning to unemployment, 
Prof. Machlup said that full ém- 
ployment does not require a ris- 
ing price level. Nor, he added, 
does a “creeping wage-push in- 
flation” increase employment. 


Prof. Machlup was among 
those who opposed wage de- 
mands tied to the highest pro- 
ductivity increases, pointing out 
that some unions demanded 4 
per cent rises based on pro- 
ductivity of their industries, al- 
though the average ae agp 
increase for the economy as 
whole had been 2 to 2% per 
cent. 


“A POLICY THAT condones 
wage increases in industries 
which, thanks to increased pro- 
ductivity, can afford to pay in- 
creased wages without charging 
increased prices, is actually a 
policy that accepts a rising cost 
price spiral without end,” he 
said, 

Prof. Richard A, Musgrave of 
the Johns Hopkins University 
emphasized maintenance of high 
employment levels as ‘‘a basic 
wis- | requirement of a. satisfactory 
social system.”” Unemployment, 
he said, was too high a price 
to pay for the small effect it 
had on preventing price rises.

the latter returns from the United Nations later this year. 


Even more disliked in India 
than in some foreign quarters, 
Menon is the most controversial 
figure on the Indian political 
scene. 

The sum of the anti-Menon 
forces’ case is that India cannot 
afford to have an apologist for 
Communist aggression in charge 
of its defenses at a time when 
aggressive Red China is probing 
its northern border. 

Urging a tougher stand toward 
Peiping, the Indian Express 
summed up the feeling of many 
Indians in these words: 

“Our border defenses, inex- 
plicably neglected by a Defense 
Minister more voluble than valu- 
able, must be reinforced without 
delay.” 

At the same time, said the 
Express, Nehru could “reinforce 
the country’s morale” by firing 
Menon ‘“‘who over the years has 
constituted himself as the un- 
official and unabashed apologist 
for Red aggression the world 
over.” 


NEHRU’S SEEMINGLY per- 
verse loyalty to Menon in the 
face of public criticism has been 
likened by some Indians to Presi- 
dent Franklin D. Roosevelt's 
attachment to Harry L. Hopkins 
—except that Hopkins was not 
accused of conduct against his 
country’s interests. 


What gives the anti-Menonites 
hope is that relations between 
Menon and Nehru have been on 
the downgrade since the Hun- 
garian uprising in 1956. When 


Hungary came up for debate in 
the United Naticns, Menon 
shocked his countrymen by vot- 


with the same proposal and 
called for five-year financing at 
one billion dollars a year, Ander- 
son is said to have intervened 


The crisis came on a technical 
Senate motion for a point of 
order. After a weekend White 
House meeting at which Ander- 
son appeared but the State De- 
partment was not represented, 
the President asked Republican 
Senators to support the motion.

In 1937, he left the state gov- 
ernment to become general 
counsel and later general mana- 
ger of the W. T. Waggoner es- 
tate, a half million acres in 
northwest Texas including herds 
of cattle, oil wells and a small 
oil refinery. 


He resigned from the Pentagon 
in late 1955 to become president 
of a Canadian oil and mining en- 
terprise called Ventures, Ltd, 
Mr. Eisenhower brought him 
back into the Government as 
Humphrey’s successor in 1957. 

Today, as the controversy over 
his “buy American” drive swirls 
in official Washington, Anderson 
is in Texas at the bedside of his 
81-year-old father, seriously in-

Some wild duck live on fish and retain “fishy” flavor or aroma. 
To eliminate it, let the ducks soak for one or two hours in a 
cooled broth that is made by boiling for 5 minutes 2 quarts of 
water, % cup vinegar, one tablespoon pickling spices and one 
tablespoon salt. Remove duck from the solution, dry with 
clean towel and season with salt and pepper. Rub or brush 
with soft butter and stuff cavities with pieces of apples, celery 
leaves and onion slices. Bake on rack in uncovered pan at 
350° for 30 minutes per pound for small birds and 35 minutes 
per pound for large birds. Remove from oven, pour off drippings and place bird in 
bottom of pan—not on the rack. Saturate with a mixture of cream of mushroom soup 
—a 10% ounce can blended with % cup sherry wine, and bake 20 to 30 minutes longer, . 
Baste now and then with the sauce. When ducks are done, remove the seasonings from 
the cavities. The basting sauce is sufficient for four ducks. Serve with: 


Wild Rice Dressing 

Wash, drain and cover rice with water (3 cups water to 1 cup 
rice); add 1 tablespoon salt and 1 bay leaf. Cook, covered,

Let simmer a few 
minutes, then stir in the juice of 12 lemon and a little currant jelly or pineapple jelly to taste.

Rates Rise 


Mortgage interest rates on 
commercial and industrial prop- 
erty have risen in the last six 
months, and various special 
charges are being tacked on to 
loan money, the National Asso- 
ciation of Real Estate Boards 
reported yesterday. 

These findings are the result 
of NAREB’s semi-annual survey 
of the commercial and industrial 
mortgage market in 110 key 
cities throughout the nation. 
Conducted by the Association’s 
Department of Research, the 
survey was released by Oliver 
M. Walker, Washington, D. C., 
chairman of the NAREB Com- 
mittee on Economics. 

According to the survey re- 
port, the general tight money 
situation is causing lenders to 
concentrate on prime quality 
property held by borrowers with 
top credit standing and long- 
term relations with the lender, 
The dominant interest rate in 
most of the country is 6 per cent, 

“The broad upward movement 
of borrower costs for mortgages 
on commercial and industrial 
properties, noted a year ago, has 
advanced in recent months in a 
manner relatively similar to that.

HERBERT MAZUR RUSHED THROUGH LIFE like a man 


facing a deadline, like a man with a premonition that time was 
short. Yet the imprint he left on thousands of lives he brushed 
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may be more lasting than was the man himself. 
As early as anyone can remember, Herbie Mazur wanted to 
become a doctor and take care of children. And that is what 


he did. 


He took care of children when they were sick, and he took 
care of them when they were well. He saved their lives when 
they were dying. He made them laugh when they were afraid. 
He hovered over them from the day they were born until the day 


they outgrew him. 


He would have liked to have taken care of their children, too, 
but he never had the chance. Last August, at the age of 40, 


It happened so quickly nobody 
could believe it. A state of 
shock enveloped the people who 
knew him. 

Dr. Saul D. Silvermintz, his 
brother-in-law, started cleaning 
out Herbie’s things. Dr. Silver- 
mintz had known all about the 
young pediatrician, had known 
he was ne ordinary doctor with 
no ordinary practice. 

But he was not prepared for 
what he found in Dr. Mazur’s 
desk. It was stuffed with letters, 
hundreds of them. Each one said 
almost the same thing. Some- 
thing like, “It seems little to do, 
but we want to thank you with 
all our hearts. Because of you, 
our boy is alive and well.” 


Pride’ mingled with grief, as. « 


Dr. Silvermintz disposed of the 
letters. 


In a short 10 years of prac- 
tice, Dr. Mazur achieved won- 
ders with his skill, his charm, 
his warmth, his unabashed dedi- 
cation to his work. 


He became a member of every 
family on his patient list. To 
the children, he was “Uncle 
Herbie” or maybe “Dr. Herbie.” 


o the parents, he was plain 


“Herbie.” 


A slightly built man, he set 
a pace that would have taxed 
the constitution of Mr. Amer- 
ica, Fellow pediatricians were 
astonished to learn that Dr. 
Mazur was treating 2600 pa- 
tients at the time.of his death. 

To keep up with the im- 

mense practice, he drove him- 
self furiously. He never re 
fused to make a house call, 
always encouraged parents to 
call him at any time, for any- 
thing. 

His bookkeeper nearly lost her 
mind. Each day she would cor- 
ner Dr. Mazur to find out where 
he had called the previous night 
so she could bill the patients. 
Sometimes he remembered. 

“He didn’t give a damn about 
money,” Dr, Silvermintz said. 
“He never cared how much he 


had, how much he made or how 


much he spent. You’d ask him 
to lend you a buck, and he’d 
hand you his wallet.” 

“The little things he did set 
him apart,” said Bradley Salus 
of 9603 Engel lane, Olivette, 
whose children were patients of 
Dr. Mazur for nine years. 

“For instance, our daughter 
once saw him about a cold.

He was an expert dialectitian 
and mimic. He could make a 
3-year-old or an octogenarian 
shriek with laughter. 

The dark-haired, handsome 
bachelor would have made a fine 
catch, and many women set out 
to get him. None could run fast 
enough. Invited to parties, he 
invariably arrived late, got called 
away early by a sick patient. 
Dinner invitations failed. Even 
when he accepted, he would beg 
off at the last moment—to see a 
patient. 


Dr. Mazur had little time for 
his two abiding outside interests, 
prize fights and singing. 

He would travel hundreds of 
miles to watch a good fight, but 
one night he gave away a $25 
ticket to a championship bout to 
visit a child with a sore throat. 

His tenor voice had a profes- 
sional quality. But Dr. Mazur 
restricted his singing to one an- 
nual ‘engagement. Each Christ- 
mas, the rabbi’s son sang carols 
over the public address system 
at Children’s Hospital.

When he 
returned to St. Louis, surgeons 
found a tumor the size.of a 
grapefruit above the kidney.

It now turns out that Khrush- 
chev wants to visit France be- 
fore he goes to Geneva, on the 
off chance that De Gaulle may 
not go-to the summit at all and 
the French President may give 
the Russian Premier his proxy. 


ANOTHER FACTOR in Khrush- 
chev’s desire to visit France is 
that he’s running out of countries 
to be invited to. Khrushchev, 
who never liked to travel, finally 
has the bug since he was made 
an honorary member of the Din- 
er’s Club. ; 

Also the Russians are pre- 
pared to shoot off another moon 
rocket and they can’t do it until 
he arrives in another country. 

At the same time Khrushchev 
is anxious to get to Geneva, 
Diplomatic seurces close to the 
scene were puzzled as to why he 
was in such a hurry until they 
reviewed his trip to the United 
States. _Then his reason became 
obviously clear. 

It must be remembered that 
when Khrushchev was touring 
the United States he visited a 
factory in Pittsburgh. A worker 
gave him a cigar. In return 
Khrushchev gave the worker his 
watch and diplomats now believe 
the reason Khrushchev is so anx- 
ious to go to Switzerland 4s be- 
cause he wants to buy a new one 
right away.

A century ago he was condemned for treason 


oir widths Gal ck de sevihioaeok: ;

__ death. The decision was carried out a month 
later, and he became the first American in 


peacetime to be convicted of treason and exe- 
cuted. Since his name often is on the lips of 
school children, this is a man you should 
know.

1 Born in Connecticut in 1800, this man 
could say a relative came over on the May- 


flower. 
2 Although his death was sensational, he led 
a quiet life for most of his years. He went 
from one arduous task to another —shepherd, 
tanner, farmer, currier, surveyor, wool- 
dealer. 


‘3 A restless man, he had many aliases, but 


his favorite was “Nelson Hawkins.” 

4 Twice married, he was the father of 20 
children. He joined five of his sons in Kansas 
because of his beliefs. But helping him carry 
out the plan that led to the gallows, three sons 
and two sons-in-law were killed. 

5 A devout Bible reader, “Hawkins” once 
studied for the ministry. Yet, in Kansas he 
was responsible for the murder of five men 
in one night, and later the deaths of several 
others, 

6 A political fanatic, he recruited, trained, 
and raised funds for what amounted to his 
own private army. 

7 Plans of his conspiracy filtered to the U.S. 
Secretary of War. No one moved to stop 
“Hawkins” because the-conspiracy seemed 
too incredible. However, he went into hid- 
ing and grew a beard to conceal his identity. 
8 On a Sunday night, with a 22-man army, 
he attacked a Federal arsenal. Hours of fight- 
ing ended with his capture by a company of 
U.S. Marines. Their commander: Col. Rob- 
ert E. Lee, with Lieut. J. E. B. Stuart as his 
aide. Ten of the little army were dead, five 
had escaped, and seven, now imprisoned, 
would be executed. 


Later, this controversial man grew a long beard. 


8 Convicted of treason, he was sentenced to 
be hanged in public. In December he rode 
to the execution grounds, seated on his own 
coffin. Gazing at the Southern countryside, 
he exclaimed, “This is a beautiful country.” 
Among the military who heard this serene 
farewell were Maj. Thomas J. (Stonewall ) 
Jackson and John Wilkes Booth. His place

Will Americans take to the new compact auto? 


A noted German expert makes his predictions 


in an exclusive analysis for Parade readers 


THE NEW SMALL CARS 


by LLOYD SHEARER 


WOLFSBURG, GERMANY 


N THE HisToRY of the auto industry, 1959 will be 
recorded as the year small cars made big news. 
How will these compact cars—those with a wheel- 
base of 106-109 inches—sell in today’s market? 
G.M., Ford, and Chrysler, manufacturers respec- 
tively of the new Corvair, Falcon, and Valiant, expect 


to sell among them upwards of 500,000 units. If the . 
pace of early sales continues, these expectations may. 


be reached if not exceeded. 

_ For years the “Big 3” were reluctant to enter the 
compact car field for fear that.1) the public would 
not go for the smaller economy car; 2) sales of the 
smelier cars would detract from the tales of their more 
profitable regular lines. 

What reluctantly forced them into the field was 
the steadily mounting sales of the German-built Volks- 
wagen, the French-built Renault, and the American- 
built Rambler and Lark, which this year, together with 
a few other imports, garnered an 18 per cent share of 
the U.S. auto market. 

In an effort to predict the possible future of the 
compact car in America, PARADE flew reporter Lloyd 
. Shearer to Wolfsburg, Germany. His assignment: to 
interview Dr. Heinz Nordhoff, 60, president of Volks- 
wagenwerk, manufacturers of the No. | selling small 
car throughout the world. Here is his report: 


@ Do you think, Dr. Nordhoff, that the success of the 


Volkswagen in the US. is responsible for the intro- 
duction by the “Big 3” of compact cars into the Ameri- 
can market? 

A I wouldn't go so far as to say that. Our success, I 
think, helped make many of the American people 
small-car conscious. Other manufacturers then fol- 
lowed suit. This year, I understand, the sales of 
~ Ramblers and Larks in America will come close to 
450,000. Our sales in America since 1955 approxi- 
mate 450,000. Those are the kind of sales figures that 


- §$tart competitors thinking. [Rambler sales alone at 


were reported at nearly 350,000— 
more than double the previous year.] 


Q How well do you think the Corvair, Valiant, and 


Falcon will be accepted by the American public? 

A I think they will be tremendously successful. These 
cars offer style, comfort, and roominess; and comfort 
in transportation is necessary in America, where you 
have long distances. Moreover, they will operate at 
lower cost, lower upkeep. They will save space on 


* streets and highways and in garages. In my opinion, 


Detroit has made a very sound decision. 


Q Nise calf cubenelcammeies nikclient tilinnel Yelle 
wagens and other foreign cars in the U.S.? After all, 
isn’t someone apt to get hurt in this market? | 
A Our car is not a compact car. It is a smaller car and a 
cheaper car. And I do not expect our sales to be ad- 
versely affected. They may even rise. Because—you 
take a great company like General Motors. I know it's 
a great company because I worked there in Michigan 
in the 1930s. A company like General Motors comes 
out with its Corvair. It has an air-cooled engine in the 
rear. It’s not very much different in basics from the 


’ engine that Dr.Ferdinand Porsche conceived 30 years 
ago and that we've been using in the Volkswagen. 
ee ee ee It can

“America is gradually drawing to a finish? 

A I just don’t know. I think some of the old names 
will be hurt largely because the difference between 
them is so small. There are no bad or inefficient cars 
produced on the American market. All American-cars 
are excellent. To the buyer it is a question of price and 
taste. .I am now talking about the middle-priced cars 
as we've known them. They are all superb cars. How 
long any of them will remain is a guess. After all, who 
ever thought the Packard would disappear? 

Q Now that we're producing the compact car, is there 
any chance that more of these will be sold overseas? 
Will the compact car expand our overseas market? 
A The Corvair, the Falcon, the Valiant, the Rambler, 
the Lark—these cars, call them whatever you will, 
come closer to filling the transportation needs of Euro- 


. peans than any other American-made cars. They have 


all the technical requirements, with their economy of 
operation, their lower horsepower, and they might very 
well become the desirable big cars of Europe. Today 
any European who buys a large American car does so 


for only one purpose—pure snobbery. Your compact 
cars will change this. 


Q Do you think the automobile in the U:S. is used 
primarily for transportation or as a status symbol? 
A I would say that, for the past few years, American 
cars have been symbols of success and status. But all 
of that is changing now. I was in Rochester, Minne- 
sota, last year at the Mayo Clinic. I was also in other 
American cities, and I noticed that the standard of 
living is now so high that no one has to parade his 
wealth or his status by the size of his car. When only 
a very few people can buy a certain cam that car be- 
comes a symbol of wealth.-But when you have thou- 
sands upon thousands of people who can afford the 
name, then it no longer reflects a particular economic 
status—all it reflects is a wonderful car that provides 
wonderful transportation. More and more Americans 
Oe EE CAS ee Sere eee mee Set peycho- 
logical crutches. . 


Q How do you feel about the rear engine versus the 
front engine in compact cars? sage advantage 
or disadvantage? ° 


- A The Volkswagen, ecieikeeiiic adiiademadne in the 


rear. So, too, do the Corvair, the small Fiat, and others. 
The rear engine does away with the tunnel on the 
floor of the car, which permits passage of the trans- 
mission and drive shaft from the front to the power 
wheels in the rear. As an engineer I can tell you that 
the rear engine is a sensible development. It is sensible 
also to have the whole unit compact, either in the 
front, driving the front wheels, or in the rear, driving 
the rear wheels. There is no good technical reason, in 
my opinion, for having an engine in the front propel 
the rear wheels. 


Q To what do you attribute the phenomenal world- 
wide success of the Volkswagen, and particularly the 


huge success of the Volkswagen in the U.S. market? 
_ A It is an honest value. We improve the car from year 
to year but we never restyle it radically, so that there 
is no great depreciation loss from year-to year. Our 
success in America we owe largely to the fact that 
Detroit a few years ago left the $1,500 car field un- 
covered, There were many persons in America who 
: wanted a cheap second or a cheap first car—a car 
Sag purely for basic transportation. Volkswagen filled the 
A » 4 need. If there had been a similar American-made car 
* at around $1,500 offering the same economy virtues, 
Volkswagen might never have gotten anywhere. We 
fill a need at a certain low price level. 


Q What is the future of the automobile, engine-wise 
and design-wise, as you see it in the next 10 years? 

A There will be a development in the next 10 years of 
an engine that will utilize a very high compression 
ratio with low cost fuel. This will come about through 
the cooperation of the large oil companies with the 
large auto manufacturers. I do not see in the next 10 
years an atom-powered automobile or a gas turbine 
engine or the Diesel engine in most cars. I think auto- 
mobiles will not be too different from what they are 
today. When you get compact cars as beautifully 
styled as the new ones in the U.S., cars that are styled 
for comfort as well as beauty—you are pretty much 
getting to the optimum in design. 

Q Is there any possibility that the new compact cars 
put out by the Big 3 will cut sales of Volkswagens in 
America by\\30 or 40 per cent? Or will the German 
wage differential always prove an advantage? 

A I do not think the compact cars will lower our sales. 
‘Our: workers average 75 cents an hour, which is a 
good deal less than the American workers get—but 
this wage differential makes it possible to export our 
car to America and still remain competitive. 


Q In your opinion, what mistakes have American auto 
manufacturers made in the production, distribution, 
and advertising of American cars in the U.S.? 

A It would be very presumptuous of me to answer that 
question. After all, which one of us does not make 
mistakes? It is extremely difficult to judge the temper 
and. times and tastes of Americans. Hindsight is so 
easy to come by, but at the time a major production 
and marketing decision must be made, that’s extremely 
difficult. As far as we are concerned, I think I can 
say this. It was a mistake for Detroit to get out of the 
$1,500 field. If the $1,500 gap had not been left 
open, we would never have been able to make a success 
in America. 

I think some of the production people thought 
Americans wanted more than they really did in auto- 
mobiles. In the boom they overpriced themselves. They 
priced themselves out of the market. Now they have 
taken a sound step backward in the price field. They 
are starting a new trend in the compact car field at a 
. lower price.

Stop being a part-time iilses 


A new study course brings new blood—like these businessmen—to grass-roots politics

BETHLEHEM, PA. 
N ELECTION DAY bet 20 Bethlehem business- 
men will chalk up a victory. All spring, they 

met over Thursday breakfast for instruction in the ins 

and outs of practical politics. All fall, many of them 
put their lessons into practice—by rounding up regis- 
trants, soliciting votes, raising funds for both parties. 

No matter how the votes are tallied, the amateur poli- 

ticians will have achieved their aim: to inject fresh 

blood into politics on the precinct level. 

Similar transfusions are taking place all across the 
U.S. With the aid of nine slim booklets called The 
Action Course in Practical Politics, Americans every- 
where are learning how to be full-time citizens. Pub- 
lished and distributed by the U.S. Chamber of Com- 
merce, the nonpartisan course has been especially 
prepared for small groups meeting in offices, factory 
lunchrooms, and hotels. There students discover that 
democracy means working hard for votes. To date, 
mere than 15,000 have learned the lesson. 

And, as in Bethlehem, they have been putting their 
lessons to work. All 20 of Bethlehem’s “alumni” vol- 
unteered for some kind of party work. One served as 
chairman of the Northampton County Democratic fi- 
nance committee. Most cheerfully accepted such 


thankless tasks as chauffeuring voters to the polls and 
running a mimeograph machine. One man decided he 
was too old to start in party politics. But he persuaded 


~ his son to become a Democratic block captain. 


Results have been equally striking in other cities. 
In Minneapolis, the Chamber of Commerce set up 
nine study groups. Before half were completed, six 
students held party offices, nine others were helping to 
raise funds, and 20 more had become block workers. 

In Greensburg, Pa., a 20-man study group produced 
six candidates for local office. Five were students; the 
sixth was the wife of the discussion leader. She ran 
for school board after reading his pamphlets. 

In Springfield, Mo., the whole town went politics- 
happy; 11 courses were organized, including three by 
a Baptist church, two by the League of Women Voters, 
and one by a doctors’ group. 

In New York, the Chase Manhattan Bank sent the 
teaching materials t 170 key U.S. banks, and in Syra- 
cuse, a course sponsored by 22 corporations produced 
nearly 600 graduates and a mark for all other com- 
munities to shoot at. 


The number of Americans eager to work at politics : 


surprised even the course’s sponsors. At last count, 
pamphlets were being distributed at the rate of 1,000 


_ sets a week. The course was in its fifth printing. Spon- 


sors predicted half a million graduates and more than 


~ 


1,000 “schools” before the course was one year old. 
In pioneering Bethlehem, 12 more study groups are 
being planned. Discussion leaders will be drawn from 
the original class, one of the first in the nation. Cham- 
ber President Frank Marcon heard about the project 
last fall, had the students picked when the course was 
announced. Discussion leader Robert Snyder received 
his study materials in the mail February 12 at 7:30. 
a.m., launched his first meeting half an hour later. 


The Green Freshmen 


At the beginning, most of Bethlehem’s students de- 
scribed themselves as “fairly well-informed” on poli- 
tics. The class was divided equally among Democrats 
and Republicans, included a coal dealer, a neuro- 


Before the course ended, every student had met, and 
discussed the problems of, his precinct leader (see 
photo). Lessons began with “The Individual in Polli- 
ties,” later focussed on such basics as how party work- 
ers coax voters to the polls, how they decide which . 
issues to emphasize, how campaign funds are spent, 
where businessmen fit into the machinery.

: ‘For too long, a handful has done the work’ 


Before each meeting, students read the day’s pam- 
phiet. Then they were given fictional “cases” dealing 
with typical problems of party organization, and they 
were asked to discuss them. One case, for example, 
centered around a businessman’s attempt to propose a 
“good new candidate” for his party’s ticket. A party 
leader explained why parties prefer their own workers 
to newcomers: “It’s like business. We like to promote 
from within.” 

This case provoked a hot dispute in Bethlehem. 
Locally, Democrats outnumber Republicans 5 to 3 
and monopolize local office. Some Republicans feel the 
party’s decline has resulted from its failure to nomi- 
nate strong candidates. In class, several party members 
said so. “But at least,” said one Republican afterwards, 
“we know now. that we can’t expect to rush in and 
change things overnight.” 

In theory, the course is supposed to steer clear of 
local issues. Discussion leader Snyder struggled hard 
ee but students were always quick 

to draw local parallels. In fact, some students com- 
plained the course was not local enough; one lost in- 
terest when he was not permitted to sound off. 

But most students quickly found themselves fasci- 
nated by the “nuts and bolts” of politicking. On the 
morning of the third session, a six-inch snowfall nearly 
paralyzed the city. Nonetheless, a2 members eiered 
over snowy streets to class.

As the course went on, several dug deeply into 
recommended outside reading. One student, Dr. James 
R. Gay, visited all 25 political clubs in the county. By 
the time Democratic County Chairman Donald Sawyer 
and three Republican officials appeared at the final 
meeting, half the class volunteered for party work. 

Both parties accepted volunteers gladly. The pro- 
fessionals pointed to a crying need for workers to help 
in canvassing, registration, and fund-raising. Sawyer 
praised the course: “They got a real sure grasp of the 
fundamentals in a very short time.” But he still was 
appalled at the students’ lack of knowledge about local 
politics. When one complained that voters never had 
a chance to meet the candidates, Sawyer snapped: 
“Between September 1 and November. 1, the Demo- 
crats will hold 146 rallies in this county. How many 
chances do you need?” . | 

This gap in knowledge, however, can be explained 
because students still are learning. Nationally, Cham- 
ber officials have been considering a follow-up pro- 
gram to fill some of the gaps. And the Chamber has 
been concentrating on businessmen who hang back 
from politics in the fear it might hurt business. 

Bethlehem’s businessmen-graduates agree that the 
best way a businessman—or any American—can ful- 
fill his obligations as a citizen is by organization and 
diligent work at the grass roots. Last fall, Democratic 
party workers numbered 2,100,000, Republicans 
1,000,000. Leaders of both parties have admitted that 
this difference in organization was a major factor in 
the Congressional election results. 

“For teo long,” says Dr. Gay, one of Bethlehem’s 
most avid graduates, “we've been letting a handful of 
people do all the work in politics. All the rest of us 
have done is give money sometimes and sit back and 
complain. I think we learned that if we don’t pitch in

HOLLYWOOD. 
Almost every star who appears regularly on a 
weekly television show calls it a “rat race.” 
The story conferences, the sponsor taboos, 
the casting problems, the too-short rehearsals 
—all end up in a ceaseless, panic-level as- 
sembly line, too often productive of monoto- 
nous mediocrity. > 
The one “easy caper” in the TV acting 
game is known as the “emcee anthology bit.” 
An example is the Alfred Hitchcock show, 
in which the roly-poly “Hitch” comes on- 
camera for a few seconds and says something 
like: “Tonight our program features the fasci- 
nating, gripping story of .Sadie Glutz, a 
woman who knew what she wanted and had 
the equipment to get it.” 
Other examples are the David Niven show, 
the Jane Wyman show, the General Electric 
Theatre with Ronald Reagan, the new Henry 
Fonda program, the Loretta Young show. 
Generally the-master or mistress of ceremo- 
nies is a name well known to the public who 
owns a fat piece of the show and stars in a 
limited number of programs. — 


The acting fraternity is particularly fond 


of TV anthologies because they call for a 


minimum amount of acting and are worth 


. large fortunes to the stars who own them. 


They can be released endlessly to TV stations 
all over the world, or sold outright to a net- 
work on a-capital. gains basis. Only a few 
months ago Loretta Young, one of the sharp- 
est, shrewdest personalities in show business, 
offered her backlog of more than 200 video 
films for a mere $5,000,000. 

The newest TV recruit doing the emcee 
anthology bit these days is cute, diminutive, 
froggy-voiced, veteran motion-picture star’ 
June Allyson. 

June is hostess of The Du Pont Show, 


telecast Monday nights over CBS-TV. 


This program in which June acts—“T'll do 
only nine of the 32 shows this season” —is 
owned by Four Star Television, Inc., a pro- 
duction company in turn owned by Dick 
Powell, Charles Boyer, and David Niven, all 
three of them long-time favorites. 

As all moviegoers know, June Allyson and 
Dick Powell have been married for 15 years, 
so June is now in the position of working for 
her husband. “And against my will,” she says. 
“The big lug really conned me into doing this 
program.” , 
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According to June, “I was very 
happy staying at home, taking care of 
Pam and Ricky, our two children, and 
trying to be a good wife to Richard. I 
hadn’t madé a movie in a year, and that 
was fine with mie, because 1) good 
scripts are hard to find these days, and 
2) I’m not as ambitious as I used to be. 
When I first came to Hollywood in 
1943, ‘drive’ was my middle name. All 
I wanted was success. Now all I want is 
contentment. Anyway, contentment is 
what I had_until earlier this year. 

“One night Richard came home with 
the announcement that he'd invited 
some of the Du Pont executives for 


dinner. Richard is up to his ears in - 


television, you know. His Four Star out- 
fit has nine shows on the air, and we're 
always entertaining sponsors or spon- 
sors’ wives or agency executives. And 
it’s perfectly all right with me because 
I love being a hostess for my husband. 

“The Du Pont people came for din- 
ner,” June continues, “and I was the 
charming little hostess, and everything 
went fine until the following morning. 
Then Stan Kaman from Richard's of- 
fice called up and said, ‘Congratula- 
tions, Junie! You're’ in!’ 

“I didn’t know what he was talking 
about. After all, Richard hadn’t told me 
anything. ‘What do you mean?’ I asked. 
‘Congratulations about what?’ Stan 
hemmed and hawed and cleared his 
throat. ‘I guess Dick’d better tell you.’

“That night Richard came home just 
as cheerful as you please. Ordinarily 
he’s so tired he can just manage to 
crawl in the front door. This night he 
was flying on Cloud 9. ‘June,’ he be- 
gan, ‘let’s go out to eat.’ I knew some- 
thing was cooking, but I wasn’t about 
to let on. I played it straight.”

“But I don’t want to go into televi- 
sion,” June objected.

Powell persisted. He explained to 
June that she would have to work only 
41 days a year. (“A number,” she says, 
“T later learned he drew out of a hat.”) 
He gave June a pep talk on how much 
she would.earn for so little work. In 


fact, he went so far as to paint a pic- 


ture of “a million laughs and no aggra- 
vations.” 

“I let him rave on,” Sane says, “be- 
cause I figured we'd have to make a 
pilot to sell the show, and I would mess 
it up so badly that no buyer would even 
come close to it. So I said real sweetly, 
‘Okay, darling. You win. When do we 
make the pilot?’ 

“That's when Richard let me have 
the clincher.

“I decided right at the start,” June 
says, “that I would not compromise on 
quality. The budget on this program is 
$50,000 a show, even more. I know 
Richard and his company are losing 
money on it. But I don’t care. They'll 
make a fortune on the re-runs. Any- 
way, I. demanded the best scripts and 
the best production staff Richard could 
get. Our producer, Al Cooperman, is 
brilliant. He knows the type of material 
the big stars want. 

“As a result we've got Ginger Rogers, 
Bette Davis, Irene Dunne, Jane Powell, 
Ann Sothern, and a lot of others. And 
our top pay a show for these names is 
only $10,000. It’s our material that 
brings them in. The programs we're 
turning out—we've already got 11 in 
the film can—are top-grade shows. I’m 
telling you we've got the best anthology 
series on the air, and...” 

At this point I held up my hand. 

“Wait a minute,” I cautioned. “You 
sound like a used-car salesman on TV 
instead of the happy housewife who's 
been shanghaied to do a show.” 

June Allyson shook her lovely blonde 
head. “I know,” she said. “Isn't it aw- 
ful?

A MACHINE TO MIX 


Parade reporter tests a device that may save lives

PENSACOLA, FLA. 
I was all alone in a giant ball: My feet were tightly 
strapped to the bottom of a huge chair. A green belt 
held me down. On my head a shiny silver helmet was 
firmly held by screws that bit into my scalp. 
Gears meshed, and the ball started to move. Five 
tons of steel and 180 pounds of human were off on a 
simulated space adventure in a machine that has no 


- duplicate anywhere in the world. 


I couldn’t see the outside, but I knew what was 
there. Huge panels of controls. Machines registering 


my every heartbeat and breath. Scientists huddled — 


together watching the panel. 

At first I was going head over heels, round and 
round, tumbling fast. My body strained against the 
straps and my head protested the ups and downs. 
Then, as if a giant hand had taken hold of me, I 
seemed to be going sideways at the same time. 

I broke. out in a heavy sweat. Dizziness set in. It 
seemed that I was standing on my head and my feet at

Just when I felt that my stomach and I were about 
to part company, the machine slowed down gnd came 
to a stop. I had gone through the most vigorous ride 


- ever taken in the Navy’s Human Disorientation Device. 


Just such trips as mine may help the Naval School 
of Aviation Medicine understand the problems of 
travel in outer space. With the $625,000, two-story-high 
“HDD,” the Navy can reproduce in the laboratory the 
actions of a space capsule tumbling to earth. Naval 
scientists hope to learn how much horizontal and verti- 
cal spin a humay being can take, and how much he can 
do for himself while spinning. Finally, the Navy's 
findings may help us understand a strange disorder of 
balance that at one time or another affects perhaps 
one-fourth of the civilian population. 

HDD can spin at 60 revolutions a minute both hori- 
zontally and vertically, a speed near which one nose 
cone recently returned to earth. What will 60 r.p.m. 
do to a spaceman? For example, if 4 rocket nose cone 
lands on water, its passenger may have to open a hatch

or eject himself in some way. [f he is too disoriented, 

some mechanical means must do it for him. 
Disorientation may be equally serious when satel- 

lites become large enough for use as platforms in 


space. Crews manning these platforms will be weight-_ 


less since they will be beyond the force of gravity. To 
overcome weightlessness, it has been proposed that the 
platforms spin and generate their own gravity field. 
But spinning may disorient crewmen.. 

The Navy hopes to overcome this problem by the 
use of HDD. Perhaps, scientists suggest, some speed 
more comfortable than others may be found. — 

The Navy hopes also to answer such questions as: 
Will drugs lessen disorientation? Can humans be con- 
ditioned to spinning? Are some people less suscepti- 
ble to spinning than others? 

Although HDD is a new machine, plans for build- 
ing it date back to World War II. Naval aviators com- 
plained that, while they were in a spin or veering 
sharply, stationary objects seemed to move with them. 
Unable to maintain correct sightings, many pilots 
crashed. To overcome this condition—called ocular- 
gvrol illusion——thie Navy asked for a machine to re- 
produce spin conditions and angular acceleration. 

Whether disorientation results from the tumbling 
of a rocket ship or the spin of a more conventional 
aircraft, the physiological site of the trouble seems to 
be the immer ear, or, more specifically, the semi- 
circular canals. The three sets of canals are on three 
different planes in the head. As we move our heads, 
the ebb and flow of fluid pressure in the canals gives 
us the facts about balance and position. But when the 
body is spun, this pattern of pressure is confused. No 
longer can we trust our own sensations. 


Help for the Tortured 


Whatever the Navy learns may help civilian medical 
men to understand better the problem of semi-circular 
canals. Disturbances of the canals are particularly 
common among older people. Although attacks vary 
in length and severity, victims of the more violent form 
are among the most tertured patients known to medi- 
cal science. They suffer complete unsteadiness, severe 
dizzy spells. Level objects appear sloped. The whole 
world seems to be moving. Some even crawl about on 
all fours because they are unable to walk upright. 

Right now treatment for this disorder is to cauterize 
the inner ear—a remedy that, unfortunately, can 
cause deafness. Navy doctors hope HDD experiments 
may lead them to a less drastic cure. _ 

And just as space experiments may help civilian 
victims of semi-circular canal disturbance, so persons 
with damaged canals. may help in space experiments. 
Deaf persons report no effect from an HDD ride. The 
Navy thinks that those with damaged canals may give 
further information along these lines. _ 

Perhaps, fittingly, one of them will be first to ride 
HDD at its‘top speed of 60 r.p.m.—a barrier that has 
not yet been cracked. From my own experience, who- 
ever has this honor I wish good luck—and a steady 
stomach. It’s a rough, thrilling ride—a fitting symbol 
of the loneliness and power of the space it would help 
to conquer.

Two weeks ago, I stood on a street corner 
and waited for my wife one whole hour so 
we could get to an appointment. When she 
arrived, she said, “Never again. Tll be on 
time from now on. Honest I will.” 

Last week, I waited for her again—for 
41 minutes. Why does this sort of thing 
happen over and over? Why do we persist 
in breaking such rules of behavior ‘as 
“don't be late,” “don’t walk on the grass,” 
“don’t jaywalk,” “don’t litter the streets”? 

Certainly most.of us must realize that 
by disregarding such ryles, we make life 
less comfortable and more irritating to 
others. Yet, mariy people still persist in 
doing what they know they should not do. 

There are many reasons for the minor 
infraction, according to Dr. William 
Schumacher, Westport, Conn., -psychi- 
atrist: His thoughts may help you toward 
greater self-understanding and in guiding 
your children. 

1.) You may not really know what's 
wrong. Some people simply never have 
learned—or been taught—right from 
wrong. They can’t see anything wrong in 
allowing their leaves to blow onto a neigh- 
bor’s place, or in strewing trash at the 
picnic grounds. 

Either their parents or teachers have 
never stressed right and wrong in life’s 
little repetitive situations, or the teaching 
never really has sunk in. 

2) You may lead a rush-rush life. 
You know the type: nothing can wait, 
everything must be done in a hurry. These 
“do-it-now” types jaywalk with hardly a

twist of conscience. Sometimes they 


weigh the pros and cons of slowing down 


—and of following the rule—then decide 
it just isn’t worth it. 

Actually, the U.S. has a tradition for 
the “do-it-now” school. Delay is deadly to 
many Americans, and so the little rules 
just fall by the wayside. 

3) You may have need to rebel. 
Some people associate rules with authority, 
and authority with parents or teachers, 
against whom they feel a need to rebel. 

Don’t misunderstand. These types don’t 
consciously say, “I’m breaking a rule to 
defy my parents.” However, something 
close to that flashes across the innards of 
their minds—on an unconscious level. 


4) You may think the rules absurd. 


Some people simply feel the rules make no 
sense. Thus they have no qualms about 
breaking them. Perhaps this is why Mari- 
lyn Monroe (above) sidesteps the rule, 
“be on time,” For public as well as private 
appointments, Marilyn has been known to 
keep people waiting. 

Strictly speaking, some little rules lean 


’ over a bit far. It would be naive not to 


concede that. 

5) You may feel superior. There's 
the individual who believes the little rules 
are not made for him, he’s above them. 


Somehow, he feels a bit above and be- - 
_yond regulations. This can be:a symptom 


of important emotional upset—but when 
it applies only to little rules and not to 
other more vital things in life, there’s 
not much to worry about. 

Somewhat related is the meek soul who 
cannot be a non-conformist at home or at 


Why you do what you shouldn't 


work. But he can by breaking a little rule 
“on the outside.” 

How to teach adherence to the rules? 
With most adults, it’s probably too late. 
Ideally, children should be taught by par- © 
ents, teachers, friends, and church coun- 
selors to adhere. They should be taught, 
too, by parental example —that is, parents 
must practice what they preach. 

Of course, children should not be 
threatened with serious punishment if 
they break a little rule now and again. But 
they should be taught to adhere, when 
possible, on the basis of thoughtfulness, 
consideration, plain, common decency, 
and regard for the other fellow. 

These, after all, are important ingredi- 
ents in a growing conscience. 

Sometimes, of course, you just have to 
break the rule. Let’s say you are taking 
your pregnant wife to the hospital. You 
simply have to speed. Or you have a vital 
task to do at the office, or an unexpected 
family obligation, and just have to be late. 

Under such situations, obviously regu- 
lations should go by the boards. If they 
didn’t, you'd be out of touch with reality. 

This brings us to another, and equally 
important, point. Occasional breaking of 
little rules rarely is an indicator of emo- 
tional upset. On the contrary, the occa- 
sional rule-breaker is likely to be exhibit- 
ing fairly healthy behavior. He’s showing 
that he can make a conscious choice. 

It’s the never-break-a-rule or always- 
break-a-rule types who probably are in 
trouble. Their behavior may be compul- 
sive, and compulsiveness can be a symp- 
tom of real emotional distress. =

Fish men, with a few pieces of delicate equipment, 
have been assigned a bulldozer-size task in Mis- 
souri's big road - building program. These men are taking 
over an important part of the State Highway Depart- 
ment's heavy chore of surveying new routes. 

With an aerial camera and three complex plotting de- 
vices, the group can make surveys in built-up and 
rugged areas at much less cost than ground crews can 
with their steel tapes, transits, range poles and levels. 
In addition, the photographic method yields far more 
information than the traditional way. 

Even with the aerial system, however, some data 
must be obtained on the ground. The center line of the 
route to be photographed from the air is established by 
ground crews and marked with large cloth crosses. 
After the pictures have been taken, elevations of a few 
readily identifiable places must be determined by the 
customary survey methods. 

In the next step, transparent positives of the photo- 
graphs are Pease stereo -fachion on a plotting device. 
From the ee-dimensional image and the measure 
ments taken on the ground, the operator of the mechan- 
ism is able to draw a detailed map. All features on the 
map ag et direct measurements. Contour lines are 
precise. In maps made from observations, 
it is impossible to pre ae Ps eediiaain daarsilo. Thus 
the maps produced by the new unit give design engineers 
far more information on which to base their plans. 

Some maps prepared by the photographic method 
have been supplied to the department by private con- 
tractors for several years. The department's eight- man 
unit went into full operation during the summer, and by 
the end of the year will have produced m covering 
130 to 200 miles of proposed construction. Preliminary 
estimates indicate maps of urban routes can be made by
